A bill in the Council of the District of 
Columbia to abolish the two agencies will 
have a hearing on March 13. 

DC Council member Jack Evans, D- 
Ward-2 (Georgetown and downtown), 
who until a few years ago, was council 
person for the SW Area has introduced 
legislation to abolish the NCRC and 
another quasi-public organization, the 
Anacostia Waterfront Corporation, that 
is tasked with carrying out the Ana¬ 
costia Waterfront Initiative (AWI) like 
the Pennsylvania Avenue Development 
Corporation (PADC) did with the revi¬ 
talization of Pennsylvania Avenue NW. 
Hearings are scheduled for March 13th 
at the Wilson Building.

He mentioned the need for 
partnerships with schools in the area. 

Roger Moffatt, ANC Chair and Com¬ 
missioner of ANCD05, remarked on the 
extent development will dominate the 
discussion in the coming year, 

Andy Litsky, Vice Chair and ANCD04 
Commissioner, emphasized that develop¬ 
ment in this area should result in changes 
that SW residents want and need. He 
reported that the monthly ANC meetings 
would be held on the second Monday in 
St Augustine’s Episcopal Church. 

David Sobelsohn, ANC 6D02 Com¬ 
missioner, focused on the major concern 
for SW, development and the need to 
educate developers to the position that 
the development should benefit those liv¬ 
ing here, not just those who will come to 
SW. He expressed concern for the safety 
during the protracted period of develop¬ 
ment. 

Kwame Brown. Council Person-at- 
Large began with a discussion of the 
hearings he would hold soon to abolish 


both AWC and NCRC as planning agen¬ 
cies. He called attention to the fact that 
there are 42 major projects in Ward 6. He 
stressed that his experience in Ward 2 has 
taught him that the major question is the 
social return of these development for the 
residents. He supports the requirement of 
Leadership in Energy and Environmental 
Design (LEED) status for new develop¬ 
ment. 

Comments from the floor covered a 
range of topics: a resident’s effort to com¬ 
pile a list of developments in SW, the need 
for developers to utilize best practices to 
assure that he community gets promised 
benefits, and a proposal for a weighted 
system for affordable housing to assure 
that current SW residents get to stay in 
the community. This needs to be coupled 
with efforts to educate local residents on 
how to qualify for the new housing. 

Phil Mendelson, Council Person-at- 
Large, commented on the discussions 
of the parking garages at the Baseball 
Stadium. He supports a narrowing of the 
zoning change to permit building of the 
proposed garages, but does not support 
changes in zoning for the whole site. He 
supports maintaining the $600 Million 
cap and will not vote to increase the cap. 
He also discussed the proposal to build 
a consolidated forensics lab on the site 
presently occupied by the First Police 
District. The contract for design has been 
approved. The First District headquarters 
will be updated and relocated at 225 Vir¬ 
ginia Avenue, SE. 

Questions and comments were offered 
about the need for increased police pres¬ 
ence in SW, better programs in prisons, 
drug markets near the stadium construe-

tion area. Mendelson said that a bill that 
is pending to increase police powers in 
Drug Free Zones would help in the effort 
to reduce drug trafficking. 

Tommy Wells, Ward Six Council Per¬ 
son, commented on the role SWNA plays 
to provide the forum for leaders to contact 
the community. Although he is new on 
the Council, he has a long history with 
SW. He will chair the Human Services 
Committee. He supports the develop¬ 
ment of a Job Center in SW which would 
offer services on many levels, including 
“Job Coaches” to give residents greater 
support to keep their jobs. A Job Center 
would need to be a partnership with the 
city, SWNA, ANC as well as businesses 
in the area. 

Lisa Raymond, District 2, School 
Board Member, which covers Wards 5 
& 6, spoke of the discussion between 
the Mayors Office and the School Board 
about the control of DC Schools. The 
School Board will make a counter propos¬ 
al. However, in the meantime the need to 
move forward to improve student achieve¬ 
ment is primary. In our area, Amidon and 
Bowen will be consolidated, with Amidon 
closing this summer.

$30 million For School 
Repairs Now Says Bobb 

T he D.C. Board of Education has moved $30 million 
of FY 2007 funds for a blitz of building repairs to start 
immediately, with work at nights and weekends. 

If this city can build a baseball stadium in three years, then 
we can fix our schools immediately, said newly elected Board 
President Robert Bobb. No excuses are acceptable. 

Included in the $30 million is the $6.2 million from the 
recent sale of the Randall Jr. High building at 65 I (Eye) St. 
S.W. for the Corcoran Gallery of Art School. 

Repairs will include restrooms, water fountains, security 
doors, exterior lighting, window replacements, painting at the 
Districts elementary schools. The program will total $75 mil¬ 
lion over two years. 


V oices are being heard on both sides of the ques¬ 
tion posed by newly elected Mayor Adrian Fenty 
should the public school system continue under 
the Board of Education or be run as any other District 
agency under the mayor. 

Citywide At-Large Council Member Carol Schwarz 
argues NO. When Mayor Anthony Williams proposed a 
takeover a few years ago “Mayor Fenty, who was on the 
Council at that time... opposed a mayoral takeover of 
the schools,” she says. “The mayor already has a daunt¬ 
ing task ahead of him with his current responsibilities for 
running this city. Adding schools to the mix could be 
catastrophic.” 

Mayor Fenty argues IN FAVOR of the changes he is 
calling for. Two examples are his changes in school main¬ 
tenance and with charter schools: 

“...separate from the DC Public Schools the tasks of 
modernizing, renovating, repairing, cleaning and main¬ 
taining its public school buildings.” [by creating a man¬ 
agement and construction authority]. 

[On charter schools] “mandate review of the perfor¬ 
mance of a public charter school by its authorizer once 
every 3 years” [and] “make failure to meet academic 
achievement goals a reason for charter revocation...” 


Facilities For Athletics at Wilson High 

A hundred parents, coaches and school athletes pressedfor funds to repair athletic facilities at Wilson High. The Washing¬ 
ton Interfaith Network (WIN) organized the meeting to support $10 million in the DC School Systems Capital Improve¬ 
ment Plan. Ballou , Dunbar, Coolidge and Roosevelt High are similarly in line for repairs of their athletic facilities.

S W resident Jan Eichhorn has 

stepped down as the President 
of the Ward 6 Democrats.

Sojurner Truth Commemorated in the US Capitol 


T he bill to place the statue of 
Sojourner Truth in the U.S. Capi¬ 
tol was passed in late January. Dr. 
E. Faye Williams, Esq., national chair of 
the National Congress of Black Women, 
Inc. (NCBW) congratulates Senator Hill¬ 
ary Clinton and Congresswoman Sheila 
Jackson Lee for their persistent efforts in 
securing passage of the Sojourner Truth 
Bill (HR. 4510). She becomes the first 
Black woman to have a statue in the 
Capitol! 

The late Dr. C. DeLores Tucker, NCBW 
national chair from 1994 - 2005, initiated 
the Sojourner Truth Crusade in 1997 upon 
learning that a monument commemorat¬ 
ing American Suffragists was to be placed 
in the US Capitol that did not include 
the likeness of Sojourner Truth. Congress- 
woman Cynthia McKinney immediately 
accepted the charge to introduce the Bill. 
While the Sojourner Truth Bill did not 
pass when first introduced, Congressper- 
sons Major Owens, Diane Watson and 
Sheila Jackson Lee remained committed to 
the campaign and continued introducing 
legislation until Congresswoman Jackson 
Lee received notification of final passage in 
December, 2005. 



Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton and Dr. 
Tucker canvassed the halls of the United 
States Capitol for bipartisan support of 
the Sojourner Truth Bill. Indeed, what 
turned out to be Dr. Tucker’s last visit 
to Capitol Hill was a press conference 
with Senator William Frist and a chance 
meeting with Senator Trent Lott secured 
additional sponsors for the Bill. Clearly, 
America’s legislature recognized the need 
for “Truth in the US Capitol”. 

Dr. E. Faye Williams said, “This is a 
great honor for Black women everywhere, 


and we are grateful to all who worked to 
make it happen. While we have struggled 
for a very long time to keep Sojourner 
Truth’s legacy alive, we recognize that 
it is through our struggles that we gain 
our victories. We pray that some day, 
the original monument to the Women’s 
Movement will be modified, and that 
Sojourner will take her rightful place on 
the same portrait with the women she 
mentored: Susan B. Anthony, Lucretia 
Mott and Elizabeth Cady Stanton.” 

NCBW has formed a “Commission 
for Truth” to insure the completion of 
the statue of Sojourner. Some of the 
early Commission members include Cic¬ 
ely Tyson, Janet Langhart Cohen, Dick 
Gregory, Assemblyman Mervyn Dymally, 
Assemblywoman Gwen Moore, Dr. Jyno- 
na Norwood, Danny Bakewell, Joe and

Arena Stage Unveils the New Name

A rena Stage marked a milestone, raising over $100 million towards its major reno¬ 
vation initiative, which includes the creation of a state-of-the-art theater campus. 
Located at Sixth Street and Maine Avenue SW, Arena Stage is in the heart of the 
redevelopment initiative taking place on the Southwest Waterfront. 

The new facility will be known as Arena Stage at the Mead Center for American The¬ 
ater in honor of Gilbert and Jaylee Mead, who donated close to $35 million toward the 
project, the largest gift ever made to an American regional theater. The Meads, who are 
long time Arena Stage supporters and board members since 1991, are newly appointed 
Life Trustees. 

With the help of this major contribution, Arena Stage has raised 85 percent of the 
funds needed for the Next Stage Campaign, a $120 million fundraising project launched 
in 2002. The theater’s Board of Trustees donated more than $23 million and an addi¬ 
tional 10 private gifts of a million dollars or more were made by private donors and 
foundations. 

The planned theater complex will function as a 24-hour campus including three the¬ 
aters, multiple workspaces, and artist apartments. No dates have been announced yet for 
the beginning of the construction.
